Seniors,  at  last!  Our  homeroom  teachers  were  Miss  Lucy  Perkinson  and  Mrs.  Paul  N. 
Stack.  Watson  Adcock  was  elected  president  of  the  class.  Jack  Guthrie  was  president  of 
the  Student  Council,  and  Melba  Smith  and  Bruce  Gunter  represented  our  class.  Our  foot¬ 
ball  team,  which  was  one  of  the  best  yet,  won  the  county  championship.  The  senior  class 
was  well  represented  on  the  squad  by  sixteen  members.  Our  basketball  team  also  honor¬ 
ed  the  school  with  a  county  championship.  Our  Christmas  Party  stands  out  as  one  of  the 
brightest  spots  of  the  year.  Under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Lucy  Perkinson,  our  Senior  play, 
“Mother  Is  a  Freshman”,  was  a  success. 

As  we  look  back  over  our  high  school  days, we  remember  our  many  happy  experiences 
that  we  have  enjoyed  together.  It  is  with  many  regrets  that  we  realize  our  school  days 
are  drawing  to  a  close.
